The proposition to make it a criminal offense for minors to 


.Misrepresent their ages in asking to be served with liquor in 
cafes and saloons has only to be stated in another way to be re- 
waled as a protection for the chief offender. Suppose, for in- 
stance, that a law should be passed making it a criminal offense 
for a girl under the age Of consent to misrepresent her age to 
the man who cohabits with her. Such a law would be a protec- 
tion for A-retches who debauch children. 


It is precisely the same rule that it is proposed to apply to the 


sale of liquor to minors. Every man brought to book for holding 
illicit relations with a girl beneath the age of sixteen would 
swear that she told him she was older, and would ask that she be 
arrested and purished for deceiving him. The effect would be 
to make it safe to commit the very crime the law was enacted to 
prevent and punish. By subjecting the minor who buys and 
drinks the liquor, immunity is given to the man who sells it to 
him.

acd highly emotional, which is to say that it is exhilarating to 
the physical senses. It readily lends itself to abandon. There is 
no measure in the movements, no regulated figures to hold the 
dancers within the bounds of decorum. Hence the rag dance 
frequently degenerates into license and abandon. 


Still it is not necessarily indecent or demoralizing. One of 


the chief objections to it is that its poses are ungraceful and un- 
conventional and afford opportunities for contacts \vhich are re- 
pugnant to delicacy and fatal to njodesty.

&nd done, the character of the dance is determined by the conduct 
and deportment of the dancers.
